Applicants request reconsideration of the

On May 21, 2003, a Notice of Allowance for the x 374 
application was mailed to the applicants. Included therewith 
was a Determination of Patent Term Adjustment under 3 5 U.S.C. 
154(b), which set forth a patent term adjustment of 44 days. 
Thereafter, the applicants submitted formal drawings to the 
United States Patent and Trademark Office (hereinafter "the 
PTO") under 37 C.F.R. § 1.8. The formal drawings were received 
by the PTO on June 11, 2003 according to the PTO's Patent 
Application Information Retrieval website (hereinafter "PAIR") . 
A copy of the Patent Term Adjustment History for the x 374 
application retrieved from PAIR on October 29, 2003 is provided 
herewith as Appendix A. PAIR also indicates that the drawings 
were "finished" on June 11, 2003. 

On September 11, 2003, an Issue Notification was sent 
to applicants. The Issue Notification indicated that the 
Patent Term Adjustment under 35 U.S.C- 154(b) for the x 374 
application is zero (0) days, reducing the patent term 
adjustment for the '3 74 application from the 44 days set forth 
in the Notice of Allowance.

704 (c) (10) (i) # applicants 
respectfully submit that, because the formal drawings were 
received by the PTO and notice provided on PAIR that the 
drawings were "finished" on the same date (see Appendix A) , the 
44 day patent term adjustment set forth in the Notice of 
Allowance should be reduced by one (1) day only. Accordingly, 
the '526 patent is entitled to 43 days of patent term 
adjustment pursuant to 35 U.S.C. § 154(b).
